pointees still hold their old jobs and 
there Is no immediate prospect of a 
sbak eup 
Governor Deneen is said to 
be work ing on his canvass of the state 
for na! ronage purposes and until this 
canvass is completed it is said no 
appointments will be announced. 
A 
olose friend of the governor ex plained 
yesterday that most of the republican 
leaders of Chicago were out of the city 
and that Cook county’a share in state 
patronage would cot be considered 
until party leaders have been con­ 
sulted in the country counties. 
MAY WAIT FOR PRIMARIES. 
Well-informed politicians 
predict 
tha t Governor Deneen will not dis­ 
turb the rank and file of the Yates 
pay roll brigade until after the April 
primaries. On the last Saturday in 
April oompulsory and simultaneous 
primaries will be held throughout the 
state and republicans will vote their 
ohoioe for United States senator to 
succeed Senator Cullom. If Yates 
appointees are perm itted 
to bold 
their jobs until after the primaries 
the former governor will have active 
representatives to look after his sen­ 
atorial boom in every county in the 
state outside of Cook . If these ap­ 
pointees are dropped before April the 
Yates boom will be foredoomed to de­ 
fe at 
Wherefore it is predioted by 
politicians tha t the Yates pay roll 
brigade will be perm itted to browse 
on the public common until Mr. Yates 
has made his fight on Senator Cullom. 
I t is not believed, however, that Mr. 
Y ates will mak e war on the veteran 
senator 
single-handed. 
He would 
much prefer to have Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor Sherman and former Attorney 
General Hamlin enter the primary list. 
TO PROTECT ORGANIZATION. 
Governor Deneen, it is reported, de­ 
clares that toe primaries should settle 
the senatorial contest. 
However, if 
Senator Cullom should 
overwhelm 
Yates at the primaries, as is ex pected, 
it will then become a political neces­ 
sity for Deneen to weed out Yates 
men from the state pay roll in order 
to m aintain a state organization, as 
under the new primary election law 
the successful candidate for United 
States senator nex t year will prac­ 
tically control the state convention.

Educatio n may be a detrim ent to 
so me business careers, but it canno t 
be a detrim ent to any legitim ate bus­ 
iness; fo r tbe right educatio n teaches 
the man to pull o ff his co at and pitch 
into his wo rk with a vim. 
In speak ing abo ut the go rvnment 
Mr. Sheets said in part: The peo ple 
generally get the go vernment they 
want. 
A go vernment by the peo ple 
wo uld be dangero us If in the hands

men. But
